“It is that seeds grown in the north possess greater vitality, ripen in a 
shorter period, produce a stronger and more vigorous plant, and are far less 
liable to do what the farmers call ‘run out.’ In other words they grow plants 
truer to the variety and less apt to mevelep into weaklings and hybrids and 
undesirable traits and forms.
